Don't put damp towels and napkins 


)c the hamper. Dry them first or they 
will mildew. 


A writer says equal parts of vinegar 


and paraffin oil make a better polish 
for a piano than any furniture cream. 


Crockery ornamented with gilt bauds 


or figures should be washed quickly 
and drained dry, never wiped, even 
with a soft cloth. 


If brooms, both large and small, are 


washed often, then dried and turned 
upon their handles, they will sweep 
cleaner and last longer. 


When an eiderdown quilt has become 


hard and lost nil its elasticity, hang it 
in the sun for a few hours, and all the 
life will come back to it 


Nothing will give such a polish to 


glass, even the finest, as washing it 
with slightly moist newspaper and us- 
ing dry newspaper to give it the finish- 
ing touches. 


Vinegar and tea leaves will quickly 


and effectually clean off the, discolora- 
tion in specimen glasses and vases 
which hare contained cut flowers. 
Rinse in clear cold water. 


Leather furniture may be cleaned 


and polished by the use of a mixture 
composed of equal parts of vinegar and 
linseed oil.

A Pretiy Wall Pocket. 


This is a very useful pocket to hnng

The piece for the front 
Is the same width and about five inches 
high. Botli these pieces arc covered

Seam the satin for the ends to the 
back and front, then join the lower 
edges of back and front together, fold 
the ond satin so that the fold turns in 
to the center of the case. A brass ring 
Is sewed to the top by which to sus- 
pend the case. 


Cotton Sheeting-. 


Cotton sheeting is now considered 


far more desirable than linen, and if 
sheets of the latter material are de- 
sired they should be in addition to the 
regular supply. Linen is often con- 
sidered a luxury in warm weather and 
in cases of illness is at times very de- 
sirable. One-third of the sheets may 
be of fine cotton, but the remainder 
should be of a heavier quality. Sheet- 
ing comes in many widths, the favorite 
fuze for a double bed being two and a 
half yards wide and two and three- 
quarter yards long. Some housekeep- 
ers, however, 'prefer sheets three yards 
long os giving a better allowance for 
head and foot when making the beds. 
Ready made bed linen torn by the 
thread, but machine hemmed, is popu- 
lar with the overburdened housekeeper, 
but nothing can equal the finish of hand 
hemmed sheets and cases.

The reason there are more bald heads 


among men than women is thatitbe' 
man's hat, with its tightness around 
the bead, seriously interferes witb\the 
circulation of the bloody through f the 
scatp, thus affecting the ^nourishment 
of the scalp j and hair, sajys the f New 
York Press. , The roots 'of the ; hair 
need to be 1 exercised to give' them 
strength and the scalp exercised to 
keep it elastic and i loose* A woman's 
hair is exercised in the dressing. The 
pulling keeps the scalp loose. 


If women should cut their hair and 


wear their hats as tight as men do, 
there would be as many'bald women 
as men. Men should wear light bata 
and wear them no longer than is nec- 
essary, changing the,hat's position to 
relieve the pressure and to give the 
fresh air access to the scalp. 


If the hair seems weak, do not cut it 


as closely as you have before. Pull it 
daily to strengthen the roots and stim- 
ulate the scalp. Wash the hair only 
once a month. The frequent washing 
robs the roots of the required nourish- 
ment. The scoJp should receive scrupu- 
lous attention,. and If the best bristle 
brushes are used;night and morning 
the practice not only will help to keep 
the hair and scalp clean, but will give 
the friction required^ for the scalp to 
open.the oil glands;and nourish the 
roots. 


Rinse the haft'after .washing three or 


four times thoroughly, dry and give a 
sun bath. If thejhair'is naturally dry, 
dip the lingers inipure olive oil for the 
massage. To promote a healthy condi- 
tion of the hair arad prevent baldness 
and premature grayjuobs nothing equals 
massage. 


The movement used in massage for 
he scalp is simple. Place the thumbs 
t the base of theiskull and use the 
our fingers of each hand with which 
o knead firmly. Push the lingers into 
he scalp forward and at the same time 
u a rotary movement, kneading tiriuly 
p over the crown'of the head and 
rora the temple in a like manner, cov- 
Ting the entire head. All scalp inas- 
age should be accompaix'.cd by good 
onies. 
Here arc a few formulas used by a 
irominent physician: 
For falling hair: Eau do cologne, 2 


ninces; tincture cantharides, 2 drams, 
ill of lavender and oil of rosemary, 
•neb 10 drops. Shake well and use at 
east twice a day. 
Quinine tonic: Sulphate of quinine, 20 
rains; bay rum, 4 drams; glycerin, 4 
Irums; tincture cautlmrides, U drains; 
tincture capsicum, 2 drains; distilled 
vater to make 10 Jluid ounces. Mix 
md dissolve and let stand twenty-four 
lours. Then filter. If color is desired, 
add red sauuders. 


For oily hair: "Witch hazel, 2 ounces; 


alcohol, 2 ounces; distilled water, 1 
ounce; resorcin, 40 grains. Hub well 
nto scalp every night. 


Dandruff: Bay rurn, 5 ounces; (incturc 


cantharides, 1 ounce; olive oil, 1 ounce. 
For oily hair, add ammonia, 1 ounce. 


Ammonia, soda or borax irritates 


scalps witb dandruff and never sbould 
je used in the shampoo.

DEATH TO PATRIOTISM. 


Marringreahlc Girls In Frnncc. 
In France a man will not or cannot 


narry a girl, says the correspondent of 
he London Times, without a propor- 
tionate dowry. This is the case from 
he top to the bottom of society, from 
.he artisan to the tradesman, from the 
radesman to the financier and from 
the financier to the aristocrat. On the 
imount of the dowry depends the facll- 
ty of marriage. 
A girl without a dowry finds no ap- 


preciation for her intelligence, culture, 
'orce of character or even frequently 
beauty, however great, if she cannot 
bring her husband Aifticient money to 
meet her own expenses, thus enabling 
n man after marriage, as during bache- 
orhood, to consider only bis own self- 
;sh necessities. 


Hence arises not only the rareness of 


marriage, but the rareness of large 
families, for these would oblige the 
husband to add to his wife's income in 
order to maintain them. 


How to Economize "WHTi Effff*. 


Left over yolks of eggs if put at once 


into a tumbler of cold water will keep 
fresh and soft for several days. 
If 


dropped into a cup and covered, the 
yolks would be unfit for use the second 
day. The left over whites of eggs may 
lie made Into macaroons, kisses or used 
'or meringues. The whites of two eggs 
with a quarter of a pound of sugar and 
the same quantity of almond paste will 
make two dozen macaroons.' Where 
bard boiled yolks are wanted it is much 
better to break the eggs, separate care- 
fully the yolks from the whites and 
drop the yoJks into water that fs boil- 
ing hot.

How to Treat Fnrg. 


The proper way to treat furs (that is, 
vcry kind but white furs) is to get a 
.iir of bamboo or hickory switches 
ibout three-eighths of an inch thick 
ind beat the fur until all the loose hair 
eaten by the moths is beaten out. Then 
get some tine sawdust from your butch- 
er or grocer, saturate with gasoline 
and rub the fur thoroughly with "gas- 
olined" sawdust. After you have rub- 
jod tho garment well hang out to dry. 
This will not take long, as gasoline 
evaporates very quickly. 
When dry,- 


beat out the sawdust with hickory 
switches or bamboo canes. In packing 
away get u large box and line with 
tarred felt (tar paper). Then line again 
with newspaper or tissue paper to pre- 
vent the furs from coming in contact 
with tar paper. Finally, puck furs with 
camphor or tar balls, and you can rest 
assured it will keep the moths out. 


How to Ronst Smoked Hnzn. 


Brush the ham and soak for twelve 


hours in cold water, then place in a 
deep earthenware pan and soak for 
twenty-four hours in white wine or 
rather sharp apple cider. Add to tho 
wine or cider a large onion sliced, sev- 
eral carrots sliced, small bunch of par- 
sley and thyme and half dozen bay 
leaves. Cover very closely FO the air 
will n6t get to the hum. When soaked, 
put it in a pan and roast in not too hot 
an oven. Allow twenty minutes to 
each pound. Baste frequently with tho 
liquor in which it was k>aked and .use 
same strained for making a clear 
brown sauce. Serve with a border of 
spinach or greens.

Free insti- 
tutions, if developed along their true 
lines of growth, especially favor pa- 
triotism. 
If turned aside from the 


public welfare, they are especially in- 
imical to it. The bense of justice, of 
r. .c conditions essentially the same 
for all under the public wen!, is tut 
foundation of love of country. 
In 


equality of opportunities, the grasping 
temper of the strong, are most uul'a- 
vorubl*' to that good will whieh t-hould 
incite men in pursuing their common 
well ;ire. 


"Protectionism as developed in the 


I'uitrd States K profoundly oppos-eu to 
patriotism. It begets n temper iorget- 
lul "f the public welfare, exacting in 
private claims mid full of personal 
hlrifv. 
This Is ils own inner disposi 


tion, and, onoe established as a jtuhllc 
policy, it carries this disposition with 
it everywhere in all forms of civic ac- 
tion. 


"The little kernel of sound theory 


that may in the beginning ha\e lain sit 
the bottom of protection was shortly 
lost sight of in a greedy (struggle be- 
tween ever incroiising claim.int.s to re- 
tain old and "uln new advantages. The 
common aims for which legislation Is 
ordained v» ere more and more brushed 
aside, and every innii, busily occupied 
\\itb his ovin interests', was taught to 
unlagoniw them to the interests of oth- 
cis in public affairs. Our civic life be- 
came a, game of hurly burly in which 
each man sought a place for himself. 
How natural was it that the steel com- 
bine, bred and built up on this pabu- 
lum of protection, should. In the recent 
strike, mnke no vindication of policy, 
no appeal to the public, show none of 
that 'decent respect for the opinions 
of 
mankind* which our 1'oret'atberd 


thought litling, but should rely simply 
on the hard fact of force to maintain 
and extend the power the public had 
conceded to It. The temper wns, Let 
those workmen whine and propound 
and propitiate. We know our own busi- 
ness and propose to pursue it In our 
own way. We will not kick the loss 
because \ve have grown fat at the pub- 
lic crib. We will not resist combina- 
tion the less because we are the largest 
combination In the world. 


"One of the surprises in the develop- 


ment of our national life has been the 


j spirit of private appropriation us op- 


posed 1o the public welfare which has 
taken possession of UR. We have set 
no limits to individual enterprise. 
If 


a franchise could bo secured, no scru- 
ples have stood in the way. Legisla- 
tion which aimed at an equal division 
of advantages, as in the restricted sale 
of public lands, has been baflled In ev- 
ery variety of method. Lands which 
were devoted to public education be- 
came the prey of the land grabber. The 
policy of private thrift, which gained 
such a foothold in protection, has 
spread everywhere. Our railroads have 
been left in the bands of corporal ions 
for narrow and personal uses. 1'rhato 
property has grown up in our streets 
ind highways, and the commercial op- 
portunities which have been tho fruit 
>f our common enterprise have been 
converted into i»ersonal possessions. 
The indirect <>vil» of protection him 
far exceeded its direct evils. A tempci 
has been engendered which has re- 
spected no public claim and spared no 
common privilege."

Autumn IToic. 


"Autumn hnze," says a meteorologic- 


nl expert, "is dust composed of the fiu- 
ost particles of soil, dead leaves, smoke 
or tishfs from wood fires, salt from 
ocean spray, tho shells or scales from 
microscopic siliceous diatoms, serins of 
fungi, spores of ferns, pollen of llow- 
rrs, etc. In the still air of damp nights 
these dust parlicles settle slowly down, 
and the morning air Is cociipantively 
clear. During tho daylight the suu 
warns the soil, which heats tbe adja- 
cent air, and the rising air currents 
carry up tho dust as high as they go. 
Under certain conditions this layer of 
dust roaches higher and higher each 
day. During long, dry summers in In- 
dia it reaches to a height of 7,000 feet, 
with a well defined upper surface that 
is higher in the daytime than at night. 
Thr- reason why we- have more of ha/.v 
we.ilhcr in nutrmm is because there is 
then less horizontal .wind and more ris- 
ing air."

ing and cannot. 
If a sensation of 


dread, of apprehension, is allowed to 
outer the mind, such a. period simply 
becomes interminable. 
The nervous 


apprehension increases the difficulty, 
and, feeding upon itself, the derange- 
ment may quite possibly increase till it 
becomes a dangerous maladv.

IIIOB 'Tain-made. ' 


It was In 1S(;3 that President Young; 


firsi spoke of building a big organ, one 
that would be in harmony with the 
mammoth ni>fn::<ci'-'. Great difficulties 
were eLCyurJtered in the building of the 
instrument, particularly in securing 
suitable \vood for the gigantic pipes 
| with which it was equipped. Some of 
these pipes took as much as 800 feet of 
lumber. Tbe mountains far and near 
were fairly scoured for tbe proper kind 
of pine, hundreds of loads of which 
were hauled by teams from a point 
nearly 300 miles south of Salt Lake. 
It required two months to make a 
round trip. It will thus be seen that 
work was very slow. 
The workmen 


were all pioneer settlers. The method 
of uniting the wood was unique, the 
closest joining being done by means of 
homemade glue, the making of which 
consumed hundreds of cattle hides, 
while numberless calfskins were used 
in making the bellows. Altogether ten 
years were consumed in tbe building. 
Since the time that it was first given to 
the public there have been numerous 
additions and changes, until today it is 
recognized as one of the very best or- 
gans in the world, if, indeed, not the 
best and the grandest. 


It is now nearly n. year ago since the 


first presidency of the church decided 
to make the latest improvements in the 
organ. A great many of the old pipes 
were taken out and thoroughly over- 
hauled, and more than 4,000 new ones 
were added. 
The instrument's action 


is marvelous and more responsive than 
a grand piano, as it has no "inertia" to 
overcome. 
The repeating power of 


each key is 720 times to the minute. 
All of the latest mechanical devices 
have been incorporated in the instru- 
ment, and any combination of tone de- 
sired can be distinctly brought out. 
Especially tine are the "string" tones, 
the violin, viola samba, cello and bass; 
tho clarinet, two oboes, bassoon, eight 
varieties of flute tones (each one true 
to its name), four piccolo stops, four 
trumpets, tubo trombone, saxaphone, 
clarion and the vox huuiaua, which 
is the pet of the organ and makes "hu- 
man" tones that deceive even the train- 
ed musician. 


lu all, the organ contains 10S stops 


nnd accessories— live complete organs— 
viz, 
solo, swell, great, choir and pedal. 


The speaking length Of the pipes va- 
ries from a quarter of an inch to thir- 
ty-two foot. 
In "full organ" passages 


the immense bellows displace ,">,0ufl cu- 
bic feet of air per minute.— Deseret 
News.

ance. 


"Anywhere but in Louisville," he 


said, ."it wouldn't have happened—old 
hard luck Louisville." And he thought 
of the erstwhile Colonels' long years of 
struggling in the National league 
against the baseball demon of ill luck. 
The stone was set in a Ting which had 
been given him by the members of the 
Pittsburg team last fall. 
It was of 


the fiery white variety, and for its size, 
a little more than two carats, was un- 
usually valuable and handsome. 
The 


gold claws which held the stone iu 
place were heavy and one would have 
supposed would have given the stone 
ample protection against any injury it 
might receive in a fall.

Ho had bad his hands in warm water, 
and th* ring was still on his finger, 
lie started to take it off and had with- 
drawn it from his finger when it slip- 
ped from his grasp to the marble floor 
of the fejvthrooin.
